After hours swimmers 
to be prosecuted

Village Couneil ts fed up with 
after hours swinimers atthe Madoc 
swimming pool and have threat 
ened to charge those identified 
with trespassing 


Council voted that tm cases 
where after hours swimmers can 
be identified, the village will press 
trespassing charges. Counctl also 
voted to seek a quote for estend 
ing the height of the fence to dou 
ble its present height. 

Charlie Gordon, Chairman ot 
the Pool Comnuttee, attended a 
regular council last Tuesday to 
report on the after hours swim 
ming incidents. 

Gordon showed a video sur 
veillance tape which showed 
three, and at one time, four boys 
continually jumping on the solar 
blanket, rippimg it off the roller 
and then throwing the roller in the 
pool. 

During the same evening, the 
boys tossed a picnic table into the 
pool and continually bounced 1 
off the sides of the pool. 

The tape unfortunately did not 
clearly identify the offenders, but 
Council has asked that the tape be 
turned over to the Madoc OPP 
who will send it to the Identifica- 
tion Unit to see if the quality can 
be improved. The Pool Commut- 
tee hope to improve the quality of 
surveillance tapingyby possibly 
upgrading the lighting or weav- 
ing white plastic into the fence to 
provide a better background. 

Gordon told Council that they 
were fortunate the liner wasn't 


nipped. The replacement costot a 
new hier comes with ahelty price 
tag of S10,000-The liner already 
hag two patches covering tears, 
and Gordon sai the continued 
abuse of the liner could cut the 
projected life expectancy tn halt 

Gordon urged Council to act as 
soon as possible, because of the 
hability factor to the village

you're asking for trouble.” he 
suid 

Gordon said he feared some 
one would get tangled in the solar 
blanket and.drown 

Councillor Gord Crawtord 
who arrived during the presenta 
tion, asked council what reason 
able precautions were heing taken 
to prevent after hours swimmers 

Deline responded that the’ pool 

‘as ‘fenced “and the building 1s 
locked 

Deline added that residents of 
the village should be reminded 
that the pool is mumeipally and 
not privately owned and there 
fore as ataxpayer they are a “share 
holder in the property”. 

On a more positive note, 
Gordon told council the pool has 
been well utilized by the area 
schools, with CHSS tnpling last 
year's use with 107 students us 
ing the pool, Madoc Township 
Public School had 245 students 
use the pool; Madoc Public Schoo! 
also had three times the students 
use the facility, with over 1,000 
students. swimming, Tweed also 
had 100 students use the pool. The 
overall number of users since the 
pool opened June 9 wasover 1,200 
as of last week

Provincial cost-sharing cut 
will cost Norwood dearly 


Could have severe 
impact on village 
budget 5 


Norwood - The provincial gov- 
emment is holding outa very slim 
chance that its enriched cost-shar- 
ing for General Welfare Assist- 
ance (GWA) expenditures will 
continue past the end of the year 
and that’s extremely bad news for 
Norwood. 

The cost sharing programkicks 
in when a municipality's GWA 
caseload exceeds 3.5 per cent of 
its population. Norwood, and a 


select number of Peterborough 
County municipalities, belongs to 
this dubious “club.” 

For Norwood, the ennched 
program represents nearly 
$45,000 -- about 13.3 per cent of 
the village’s net levy. 

Cancelling the program means 
the village would have to raise 
that amount through its own mu- 
nicipal levy, a scenario that has 
raised understandable concerns 
around the Council table. 

Village Council first heard in 
April that the provincial govern- 
ment was seriously considering 


axing the program after Dec. 31.

Access in Provincial Parks 


’ Je often difficult for persons 
with disabilities to enjoy natural 
arcas. For example, wheelchairs 
may sink into sandy beaches or 
hog down on twigs or gravelled 
nature trails. For those-with poor 
evesight, a hike in the woods can 
be a difficult experience without 
a rope or railing to hold onto and 
signs in Braille along the path 

Parks Ontario is renovating 
existing facilities and ensuring that 
new facilies an its provincial 
parks will accommodate the needs 
of a variety of persons with dis 
abiliues, Today, 89 of the [05 
operating parks in Ontario's sys- 
tem of 265 provincial parks offer 
facilities for campers and day vist- 
tors with disabilities. 


This year, Parks Ontario is 
spending about $2 million to make 
park facilities more accessible for 
persons with disabilities. A total 
of 28 parks are undertaking bar- 
rier-free access projects. 

The first pnonty has been to 
provide accessible toilets and 
showers and access to park of- 
fices. The second pnority is to 
improve access to such facilities 
as park stores, nature trails, camp- 
sites, playgrounds and natural 
heritage education programs in 
key parks. 

Bass Lake Provincial Park il- 
lustrates how the system is being 
improved. Funds have been used 
to develop barrier-free campsites 
with fully accessible toilets and 
showers, accessible picnic areas 
anda self-guided interpretive trail 
to enablé park visitors to enjoy 
these activities and natural re- 
sources. In addition, a barrier- 
tree playground 1s scheduled for 
construcuion this summer. 

Many parks currently have 
wheelchair-accessible admuinis- 
trative offices.

Amendments in Misuse of Firearms 


The criminal misuse of firearms will be dealt with through amendments to the offense and sentencing 
provisions of the Criminal Code, including mandatory four-year sentences for 10 specific violent offenses 
committed while in possession of a firearm. The 10 offenses are: attempted murder, manslaughter, criminal 
negligence causing death, robbery, kidnapping, hostage-taking; sexual assault with a weapon, agpravated sexual 
assault, extortion and discharge of a firearm with intent to cause harm. Upon conviction, thé offender will receive 
a lifetime prohibition against possession of a restricted or prohibited firearm. 


Smugepling and egal Importation 


. 

Smuggling and illegal importation will be dealt with through legislative amendments and the development of 
programs for controll pyg the import, export and domestic transit of frrearms, including border registration and new 
Criminal Code offetisesMor illegally importing and trafficking in firearms 


Controlling the Flow of Firearms 


Registration of all firearms will enable Canada to control the flow of firearms across its borders, to deal with 
the criminal misuse of firearms, to effectively enforce prohibition orders. It will help police deal with crimes 
ranging from domestic violence t6 robberies, Registration will be phased in over a seven-year period, with 
mandatory registration of all firearms beginning in 199%. The registration system will also he used to control access 
to ammunition. 

Onee in place, registration will be simple, quick, cost-effective and user friendly. The registration system will 
cost approximately $85 million and will be phased in on a cost-recovery basis. 


We Agree Criminals Do Not Register Firearms 


The gun lobby is quite correct in that criminals do not register their firearms. That is not the purpose of 
registration. Just as a police officer cannot arrest someone without reference to an objective standard that hay been 
violated (a law), neither can adequate control of criminal use of firearms occur without an objective standard (a 
registry), An individual will cither be on a universal registry or not. Those who possess firearms and are pot 
registered are clearly not law-abiding and will be dealt with accordingly. 

Firearms enthusiasts have continually told the Justice Minister to go after the criminal misuse of firearms. Police 
associations, custom officials and others have continually replied that to do this effectively they must have a place 
to start, namely universal registration. 


Registration Only Part of Strategy 


It is important to note that strengthening gun control is only one part of the government's strategy on crime 
Criticisms that the government tx fighting crime solely by restricting law-abiding citizens are unfounded. Por 
effective crime prevention, we must also address the social roots of crime including poverty, illiteracy, family 
violence and discrimination. : 


Reasonable Concerns Have Been Addressed 


In response to hearings, the Minister of Justice has announced changes to the bill that are expected to be 
reasonable responses to'some of the concerns expressed by Canadians. A new summary offense will he created 
inthe Firearms Act of possessing along gun without a registration certificate. The offense would apply only to first- 
time offenders who inadvertently fail to register a firearm and answers those concerned with criminalizing 
otherwise law-abiding citizens. : 

Inspection powers would be narrowed to apply only to businesses, gun collectors, owners or prohibited 
firearms and anyone who owns more than 10 firearms. Under the proposed changes, the inspection section would 
no fonger apply to the homes of owners of fewer than 10 firearms Further, a clause would be added stating that 
inspections must be confined to the places in home where guns are stored. 


Why Some Handguns Will Be Prohibited 


Handguns have been regulated in one form or another since 1892. All handguns are currently classified as

Storing large hay bales - There 


_ can be no doubt that the introduc- 


tion of large bales has revolution. 
ized the haying process on many 
farms in Ontano. Just drive down 
any side road at this time of year 
and note the large bales in the 
fields, along fence rows and 
around buildings. The popularity 
of large bales 1s largely because 
of the reduced labour require- 

ments and speed of harvest. While 


thelarge bale system is a fast and- 


economical way of making hay, 1 
does present a number of storage 
and feeding problems on many 
farms where the system is not 
geared to handle large bales. 

Often the bales are stored along 
fence rows, around buildings or 
simply left in the field to a later 
date. Large bales stored in this 
manner may lose as much as [5 to 
20 per cent of their value over 
they year. 

In dollars and cents. this can 


_ mean hay valued at $60 per tonne 


will lose upwards to $9-1 2 in value 
if left with no protection. There 
are a number of alternatives to 
reduce losses which should be 
considered if the hay is to be left 
outside. The wicking effect can 
be reduced considerable by re- 
moving vegetation and placing 
the bales on four to six inches of 
crushed rock, rails or platforms. 


~Polytabric tarp is also available 


which can last for three or four 
years and is easy to handle. 

The ultirmum for dry hay ol 
course, is a pole frame storage. 
Such a storage would require a 
pole supported roof and a stone 


_ based to minimize ground mo1s- 


ture problems. Often these types 
of storage can be used as a mulu- 
use facility for machinery storage 
along with hay.

With revenues for recyclables 
continuing to improve, there has 
never been a better time than now 
oO recycle. 

Back in the early 1980's. when 
blue box programs were first 1m- 
plemented, it was thought that the 
revenues would make programs 
self-sufficient within afew years. 
However, revenues went through 
a downtum in the tate 1980's and 
early 1990's, and all of a sudden 
there was an uproar about the 
high costs of recycling programs. 

“Thankfully, blue box programs 
survived those depressed market 
conditions. Now, with revenues 
sky-rockeling, many programs are 
running at a profit. 

Infact, in Centre & South Hast- 
ings, we are currently netting $150 
per tonne-for each additional tonne 
of recyclables we collect. The 
resultis that participating munict- 
palities are paying less for recy- 
cling. 

Although the clirre nt high rev- 
enues are nottikely tobe the norm, 
nor were the dismal revenues of 
the previous few years the norm. 
Like any commodity, recyclable 
materials will have their ups and 
downs, but itnow appears that, on 
average, revenues will cover the 
majority of recycling costs. 

Of course, there are many other 
reasons to make sure that we re- 
cycle as effectively as possible. In 
Trenton, Belleville, and Sidney 
Township, every tonne diverted 
fromlandfill saves eek municipal -

ity (and you, the taxpayer) about 
$93 inupping fees. Inmany cases, 
additional diversion will lead to 
further savings in garbage collec- 
tion costs. 

Because recycling is a more 
labour-intensive activity than 
landalling, more rec ycling means 
more local employment (and the 
related spin-off economic ben 
efits that come with new employ 
ment). In fact, i 1s estimated that 
our diversion programs in Centre 
& South Hastings have resulted in 
a direct infusion of well over SI 
million of capital expenditures, 
and created almost 50 full or part 
time jobs. 

Of course, there's alsoenviron- 
mental benefits to recycling. 
These include reduced pollution, 
saved trees and other renewable 
and non-renewable resources, and 
less land being given upto landfill. 

So now that you are convinced 
to make an extra push to recycle 
more, what are some of the spe- 
cific things you can do? 

Well, first read your Beside 
and Insidé card again, and make 
sure you are recycling all of the 
materials we collect. Set up spe- 
cial containers throughout your 
house to capture all recyclables, 
from toilet paper rolls in the bath- 
room to scrap paper in bedrooms 
and studies. It may take a little 
extra effort, but given the above 
discussion, isn’t it worth it? 

Then there's the recycling op- 
portunities outside the -home. 
Check out where you work, shop 
and play. Are there adequate fa- 
cilities to accept the recyclable

Purple Loosestrife Week focuses 
on nécessity to control the weed 


The Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters ts once again 
setting the first week of Aivust as 
“Project Purple Week” to help 
control the spread of purple 
loosestrife through education and 
uwa4re#ness, 

The OFAH ts encouraging 
CVCEY COMMUNE the province 
to launch local control efforts on 
purple loosestrife during that pe- 
riod. In July and early August the 
plant is in full bloom, easily rec- 
ognized, and has not yet produced 
seeds making this time of year 
ideal for implementing control 

Each plant produces approxi 
niately 1.7 million seeds annu- 
ally, which spread to nearby 
wetlands and choke out invalu- 
able fish and wildlife habitat, 

In 1992, due to the severity of 
the problem, the Ontario Federa 
tion of Anglers and Hunters 
launched “Project Purple,’ a re 
search and information program 
to educate people on how to con- 
trol and Stop the spread of purple 
loosestrife, The program has con- 
tinued to be a successful initiative 
of the OFAH. 

This summer Project Purple 
crew members are working 
through the organization to help 
control purple loosestrife and re- 


search brological control meth 
ods. As well, several other sum 
mer crews bave beer imitated 
throughout Ontaneo, with support 
from the Environmental Youth 
Corps and local organizations 

Provincial mumeipahities have 
beeraskedio vet involved ithelp 
ing control the spread of purple 
loosestrife by declaring it a nox 
wus weed. Over 70 municipal 
ties responded since the call first 
wentoutm 199T. The OFAH notes 
that a successful purple loosestrile 
control campaign can be accom 
plished by distnbuting tact sheets 
to the community. 

The OFAH has also produced 
a video (Project Purple: How to 
stop purple loosesinfe from de, 
stroying your wetlands}; amanual 
(a universal manual for -purple 
loosestrife control); and informa- 
tive shde shows complete with a 
script 


Also available is the Project 
Purple T-shirt--arecogmizedsym 
bol of purple loosestrile aware- 
ness and control etforts. These 
items have proven to be effective 
educational tools in an clfort to 
raise awareness of purple 
loosestrife and to help control tts

Expanding population 


of Canada geese in-Ontario

The honking of majestic 
Canada geese as they wing their 
way north in long Vees is a stir- 
ring harbinger of spring. 

In the sameway the geese’s 
departure on the blustery colddays 
of fall heralds the approach of 
winter. é 

These large waterfowl deserve 
more respect (fin they are gcttinig 
today. Canada geese symbolize 
Canada in more than justname. to 
Canadians, ‘as well as to others 
around the world. It Canadians 
were to choose an official bird, 
the Canada -oose would be an 
excellent candidate 

The geese faithfully mate for 
hfe with family duties being shared 
equally by both parents and when 
young are threatened they are 
quick to stand on guard for thee 

What a lot of people may not 
be aware of 1s that there are two 
distinct types of Canada geese in 
Ontario. There ts the northern 
population that breeds along the 
coastline of James Bay and Hud- 
son Bay and there are the giant 
Canada geese of southern On- 
tario. The male giant Canada 
goose Weighs an average of 13 
ppuieis wiliiiar ge MidiviOals aves

20 pounds compared to nine 
pounds for the northern breeding 
birds. ; 
(The giant Canada geese now 
fodnd in southern Ontariw are 
native to the area. At the time of 
settlement. these geese occupied 
the prairie haPitats on the edges o!

With settlement the habitat im 
proved with lots of pasture forthe 
peese ta feed on Desptie iflt 
proved habitat the geese were 
decimated to the edge of extinc 
tion by unregulated 19th century 
market hunting.

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Check weeds to develop control system 


‘By D.F. Young . 


The 1995 season will £0 on , 
record as one of the driest grow- 
ing seasons for many years in this 

. area and other parts of southern 
Ontario. F 

Rainfall records indicate that 
for much of the Quinte area, June 
rainfall would be less than one 

‘inch in many areas and very little 
has been recorded in early July. 
High temperatures have agera- 
vated the drought conditions as 
well, 

As always, there is a great deal 
of variation-across the) ] province 
and within the region depending 
on the actual rainfall patterns, soil 

conditions, planting -dates, etc. 
Fertulity and management, includ- 
ing weed control, are also affected 
placing more stress on the plant 

Growers are encouraged to take 
a few hours some evening and 
walk the fields to examine their 
crops for problems other than 
drought. High on the hist of prion 
tics will be to check for weed 
escapes--a problem ‘particularly 
under dry conditions. Morittoring 
weed escapes and knowing the 


kind of weed problems present 
will make it possible to develop a 
more effective weed program for 
next year. 

In fact, it sull may be possible 
to control perennial weeds such 
as field bindweed, milkweed and 
thisdes with a spot treatment if the 
/ population is not too severe. Check 
for triazine resistant weeds such 
as lambs quarters and pigweed 
Note conditions tend to aggravate 
germination problems ‘and exag- 
gerate any nutritional deficien- 
cies. 

Poor germination may be the 
result of a number of factors in-

Boron and manganese deficiencs 
symptoms are more’ prevalent 
under drought cefiditions for both - 
com and alfalfa. 

Check the corn plants for 

“poose necking” which may be 
an indication that rootworms are 
present and indicating the need 
for a control program next year. 
The next few weeks will be the 
time to check efor adult beetles 
which will attack the corn silk if 
numbers are high. 

Progress with the development 
of soybeans may be slow because 
of drought conditions but may 
also result from poor root 
nodulation leading to nitrogerss 
deficiency. Likewise, many of the” 
nutrient deficiency symptoms 
may be masked by drought condi 
tions this year. 

Typically, nitrogen deficiencs 
is characterized in corn by yel 
lowing along the leaf tip and dowr 
along the mid-nbina”V™ pattern 
Potassium shortage normally re 
sults in yellowing along the leat 
margins working inwards towards 
the middie. 

Phosphorus deficiency 1s gen 
erally more difficult to identify 
and sometimes shows as areddish 
or purplish colour on the leaf. 
This is sometimes confused with 
normal colouring. the result of 
plant genetics. Magnesium and 
zine deficiencies are also more 
difficult to determine and would 
normally show up.as a striping 
effect on the leaves. Ina yearsuch 
as this, there are many other bug 
and weed problems which can 
affect. many crops. : particularly

them, the outrage Pope John Paul 
Il wields with such assurance 
ought 1): to be applied to wealth- 
accumulating activities within the 
church; and 2): to author edicts 
and proscriptions against the ac- 
cumulation of wealth by lay 
catholics in particular and the 
secular world in general, 

Until this is done, pro-lifers are 
on the horns of a dilemma: They 
must choose between contracep- 
tion/abortion or infanticide as 
meaas of population control. The 
prohibition of wealth accumula- 
tion would better position claims 
that the issue of who shall be born 
(but not of who shall be sus- 
tained?) must be left in God's 
hands. So, presumably, would 
Hell freezing over. 

Until ‘they -begin this heroic 
undertaking, pro-iifers ought to 
concede the debate to the pro- 
choicers, lest they add hypocrisy 
to other moral burdens. 

The debate swirls argund such 
standpoints. Pro-choicers appear 
to have prevailed at least in na- 


_lions enjoying the “enlighten- 


ment’’. However, the issue has not 
been satisfactorily resolved. Since 
democratically-achieved conclu- 
sions represent only contingent 
majorities, or minorities most ef- 
fectively presenting their case, the 
way 1s open for some future 
plebescite to decide matters dif- 
ferently. Thus, pro-choicers and 
feminists in the United States .anx- 
icusiy defend the Roe vs. Wade 
decision, agonize over the makeup 
of the Supreme Coun and ponder 
the implications of moral majori- 
ties and neo-conservatisms. 

A more satisfactory outcome 
may be achievable through closer 
reading of Christian doctrine. 

We begin by noticing an often- 

overlooked fact: “Pro-Choicers” 
do not spend timefecommending 
abortion. only request its 


‘ reasonable availability. Logically, 


pro-choicers are more Christian 
than pro-lifers. After all, it is pos- 
sible for abortions to be freely 
available, with few being per- 
formed. The most adamant pro- 
lifer must agree that a society 
permitting abortions, and yet per- 
forming very few, is more reli- 
ably pro-life than any authoritar- 
ian Circumstance wherein preg- 
nancies proceed willy-nilly. The 
irony is striking: as a matter of 
ongoing, widespread decision- 
taking. Unfortunately, Pope John 


Paul II and his colleagues care . 


Tittle about congregation-level 
decision taking. ‘They prefer to 
define the high moral ground, as 
the conduit of divine fiat. Some 
acolytes even proceed to kill 
health care providers to “stop the 
murdering!” (In previous centu-

nes, simular enthusiasms led to 
thousands of Heretics and witches 
being put to the torch, for their 
own good and for the spiritual 
well- being of communities). 

The farm more important pro- 
choice argument flowing from 
Christian premises is quickly 
stated: The purpose of human life 
is 1): to provide an opportunity 
for individuals to undergo intel- 
lectual and spiritual growth; and 
2): to have a life wherein deci- 
sions must be taken. After all, 


decision-taking is the sole means 


whereby one’s “eternal fate”’ is 
established: A good life mesigs 
heaven; a life spent harming oth- 
ers, damnation. Thus, when 
would-be Christians propose 
codes of conduct, they may be 
guilty of the most grievous im- 
mortality: By legislating » moral 
issues beyond individual reach, 
politicians, clergy and pro-lifers 
obstruct the progression of lives. 
Worse, if they have their way, 

God will have naught to judge! 

The fact that virtually every- 
one finds the abortion debate 
though-provoking and difficult 
argues for its retention as an occa- 
sion of individual choice. 

Does this mean that official 
input into moral issues should be 
prevented? Governments and 
churches should convene discus- 
sion groups, disseminate argu- 
ments and suggest questions. 
What they must not do is legislate 
conclusions. Christians have a 
complementary, prima facie obli- 
gation to resist handing moral 
questions over to authority-fig- 
ures. 

Insofar as governments and the 
clergy resist such untimely “lusts 
to legislate’, the moral fibre of 
individuals and communitiés 
would be enhanced. Wherever 
possible, societies should encour- 
age the grass-roots explorations 
of moral issues. Thoughtful Chns- 
tians have further reason to ask 
whether pro-life legislations do 
not commit blasphemy. 

Not many will fail to notice 
that these recommendations lead 
{Oo provocative conclusions. Do 
they mean that societies should 
not proscribe murder of theft, since 
so doing would remove occasions 
for decision making? Fortunately, 
we need not be so abstemious. 
There are two classes of actions 
suitable for formal proscription. 
The first includes behaviours 
which are uncéerstood to be wrong 
by anvone considering them. For 
exampie, no one argues for mur- 
der or theft they way first-trimes- 
fer abortions are often recom- 


mended. When “moral judge-_ 


ments” are intuitively available, 
there is no loss of “moral evolu- 
tion” or “ioral exercise’’ oppor-

Thus, we would position, as a 
prior! axioms, “first class” 


legislations* against murder or 


lemma. This would position uni- 
versal intuitions and widely-held 


conclusions as the core of an 
evolving corpus of legislations. 
These results would be optimally 
available to interested parties, no 
matter what their denomination 
Inconsistencies or contradictions 
would prompt review of earlier 
conclusions...even the adequacy 
of “self-evident” beliefs const- 


tuting the first set of legislations. 
In conclusion, moral 


. constructivism would allow for 


legislations without characteriz- 
ing them as cast in stone. Rather 
than immutable prenouncements, 
individuals would understand 


codified rights and responsibili- 


tics as the gift of past lives. Indi-

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Summer wage assistance 
for Ontario farmers 


By D. F. Young 


Ontario farmers can apply for 
wage assistance toemploy young 
people on farms this summer. 

Applications for the program, 
Summer Experience Wage As- 
sistance Program (SEWAP), are 
available through the offices of 
the Agricultural Employment 
Services and OMAFRA offices. 
The deadline is listed as July 24th. 
However, employers are urged to 
apply as sbon as possible because 
funds are limited. 

The SEWAP Program helps 
Ontario farmers obtain much- 
needed help during their busy 
summer season while keeping 
down farm operating costs. The 
Program also helps provide work 
for rural area young people. The 
assistance available is $3 per hour 


_ to eligible farmers who create a 


new job that lasts at least six weeks 
based on a 30-to-40-hour- week. 

Farmers cannot hire a youth 
that has worked for them for more 
than 15 hours in any one week 
prior to the announcement. Like- 
wise, the applicant musthave had 
a gross farm production of atleast 
$7.000 in 1994, similar to the re- 
quirements of the Farm Tax Re- 
bate Program. 

Young people between the ages 
of 15 and 24, and up to 29 if 
disabled, are eligible to apply for 
the program. Applications should 
be forwarded to the local AES 
(Agricultural Employment Serv- 
ices) offices in Belleville or 
Cobourg in this area. 

Alfalfa Weevil: If you were 
farming in the early 1980s, you 
will recall that one of the major 
alfalfa threats was the alfalfa 
weevil. Atthat point in time, dam- 
age from the weevil was severe in 
many locations. 

In recent years we have heard 
little about alfalfa weevil which 
seems tooccur sporadically every 
four or five years. Dr. Peng, for- 
merly Pest Management Advisor 
at Surling, warns us that the wee- 
vil numbers were high in the 
Quinte area last year. He expects 
that, under certain circumstances,

we can expect weevil damage in 
1995. 

Entomologists explain that ina 
bad year when insect damage 1s 
high and populations are dense, a 
fungus attacks weevils which can 
have a high mortality on the in- 
sect. Following this, it takes sev- 
eral years for the insect popula- 
tion to build up and again offer a 
serious alfalfa threat. 

The amount of damage is also 
related to the type of weather-- 
warm, dry weather will favour 
development of the weevil while 
discouraging fungi and parasite 
development. 

Weevil damage is generally 
first noticed along the ridges or 
high points in the field, particu- 
larly if the soil is sandy in nature. 
Dr. Peng advises farmers to walk 
their field periodically to look for 
signs of weevil infestation. Infes- 
tation generally occurs along the 
growing leaf buds of alfalfa--as 
the larvae grow, they move out to 
the up ofthe plant, leaving astraw- 
coloured appearance to the field 
that’s affected. 

When more than 50 percent of 
the alfalfa plant shows some dam- 
age in the tip, the crop should be 
cut as soon as possible to prevent 
severe leaf loss 

In most cases, the best defence 
is to harvest the alfalfa between 
late bud and first flower and re- 
move it from the field as soon as 
possible. The weevils will not 
survive on dried up plant material 
which lacks sufficient moisture 
for the worms to survive. If a 
second infestation gets into the 
aftergrowth or harvesting is im- 
possible, there are several insecti- 
cides which can be effective. 

Most insecticides can 

be very poisonous to bees. For- 
ages that are 50 per cent grass or 
higher are normally not worth 
spraying. In checking for larvae, 
closely examine the bud of the 
alfalfa plant shaking it to disturb 
the larvae. The larvae start out as 
very small, yellowish in colour, 
but eventually turn green, They 
have a distinctive black head and 
white stripe over their back. 
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
